* A comparison  of  the  figures  in  the  above  table  gives  the  fol- 
lowing general  facts  : 

Total  number  of  commitments  to  this  Penitentiary,  4,786.  Of 
which  3,640  were  white,  a per-centage  of  76.06;  and  1,146%  were 
colored,  a per-centage  of  23.94.  About  one-fourth  of  the  prisoners 
were  colored,  and  what  is  remarkable,  the  per-centage  of  re-con- 
victions of  the  colored  to  the  white  is  in  the  same  proportion, 
which  is  much  greater  than  is  due  to  their  ratio  to  the  popula- 
tion of  the  State. 
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The  4,786  commitments  were  upon  4,305  different  prisoners, 
as  follows : 

3,907  convicts,  imprisoned  once  * each,  makes  3,907  commitments.

In  the  Annual  Reports  of  this  institution,  the  per-centage  of 
re-convictions  has  been  based  upon  re-commitments,  which  is 
evidently  erroneous,  as  the  object  of  the  Penitentiary  is  to  reform 
persons  and  not  crimes,  and  from  the  above  table  we  learn  there 
were  but  4,305  different  prisoners,  and  of  that  number  only  398 
were  re-committed,  a per-centage  of  9.24.  But,  if  we  follow  the 
practice  heretofore  pursued,  of  giving  a per-centage  of  re-com- 
mitments,  as  the  above  398  prisoners  were  re-committed  481 
times,  it  makes  a per-centage  of  10.05. 

Of  the  398  re-convicted,  282  were  white  males,  8 white  females, 
104  colored  males,  and  4 colored  females.  One  of  these  can 
hardly  be  called  a re-convicted  convict,  from  the  fact  that  he  re- 
ceived but  a legal  discharge : he  being  re-committed  on  the  day 
of  the  expiration  of  his  first  sentence  (being  found  insane)  for  the 
murder  of  the  nurse  of  this  institution. 

It  is  right  to  add  here,  that  of  this  number,  (398,)  29  were  re- 
ceived from  the  old  Walnut  street  Prison,  viz : 11  white  males,  1 
white  female,  and  17  colored  males. 

879  crimes  were  committed  by  these  398  convicts,  of  which 
825  were  against  property ; a per-centage  of  93.86,  and  54  were 
against  persons  ; a per-centage  of  6.14. 

Of  those  discharged  by  expiration  of  sentence,  528  were  white 
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males,  14  white  females,  187  colored  males,  and  7 colored 
females.  Total,  736. 

By  pardon,  43  white  males,  1 white  female,  and  9 colored 
males.  42  were  pardoned  on  their  first,  10  on  the  second,  and  1 
on  the  third  sentence.  4 were  pardoned  twice  successively  on 
first  and  second  sentence.  Total,  53 ; of  which  number,  45  were 
re-convicted. 

The  number  of  deaths  among  the  398  convicts  was  40,  namely: 
17  white  males,  22  colored  males,  and  1 colored  female. 

4 prisoners  were  removed  to  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum ; 2 par- 
tially insane  to  the  Almshouse,  (one  of  whom  had  served  out  the 
term  of  his  sentence,  the  other  had  his  sentence  revoked;)  and  1 
to  the  House  of  Refuge ; 1 was  removed  by  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus 
on  his  second  conviction ; 1 was  discharged  by  revocation  of  sen- 
tence on  her  first  conviction ; 2 were  removed  by  order  of  Court  to 
Montgomery  County  Prison;  1 was  discharged  by  Writ  of  Error, 
on  second  conviction;  and  1 escaped  on  March  3d,  1861. 

Of  the  38  in  confinement  on  April  25th,  1863,  30  were  natives 
of  the  United  States,  and  8 of  foreign  birth,  (there  was  also  1 
white  female  whose  term  of  sentence  had  expired,  who  was  de- 
tained in  default  of  security  not  included.) 

The  following  tables  exhibit  a summary  of  the  most  important 
statistical  information  relative  to  the  subject  of  re-convictions,  and 
in  order  to  preserve  the  individuality  of  the  convicts,  their  first 
as  well  as  subsequent  convictions  are  given ; those  convicted  twice 
only,  are  associated  together  under  the  head  of  second  convictions, 
those  convicted  three  times  are  found  with  their  primary  con- 
victions under  the  head  of  third  convictions,  and  so  with  those 
convicted  four,  five,  and  six  times. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  remark,  that  the  value  of  statistics 
like  these  in  a moral  point  of  view*  is  incalculable,  as  they  show 


negatively  what  the  institution  has  accomplished ; for  if  out  of  the 
whole  number  of  different  prisoners  convicted,  (4,305,)  only  398 
were  re-convicted,  (and  several  of  these  notoriously  insane  on  their 
first  conviction,)  it  follows,  as  a legitimate  conclusion,  that  those 
not  re-convicted  were  benefited  to  a greater  or  less  degree,  by  the 
peculiar  discipline  of  the  Pennsylvania  system  of  convict  con- 
finement.

REPORT. 


Of  the  334  convicts  who  were  received  668  times,  (twice  each,) 
234  were  white  males,  7 white  females ; 89  colored  males,  and  4 
colored  females. 

Of  those  discharged  by  expiration  of  sentence,  388  were  white 
males,  11  white  females ; 142  colored  males,  and  T colored  females ; 
one  of  these  became  insane,  and  after  the  expiration  of  his  sen- 
tence was  removed  to  the  Almshouse ; he  was,  however,  subse- 
quently returned  to  this  institution  on  a second  sentence,  which 
he  served  out. 

By  pardon,  35  white  males,  1 white  female,  and  T colored 
males ; 3 of  these  were  pardoned  consecutively  on  first  and  second 
sentences ; 33  on  first  sentence,  and  4 on  second. 

2 were  removed  to  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum. 

1 was  discharged  by  revocation  of  sentence  on  his  first  con- 
viction ; 1 by  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  on  his  second  conviction ; 1 by 
Writ  of  Error  on  second  conviction;  and  1 was  removed  to  the 
House  of  Befuge,  on  his  first  conviction. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  39,  viz : 16  white  males,  22  colored 
males,  and  1 colored  female. 

Of  the  32  who  remained  in  confinement  on  April  25th,  1863, 
25  were  natives  of  the  United  States,  and  T of  foreign  birth : the 
offences  for  which  they  were  convicted  are  as  follows : 

Arson,  2 ; burglary,  6 ; burglary  and  larceny,  1 ; passing  and 
selling  counterfeit  quarter  dollars,  1 ; passing  counterfeit  money,  3 ; 
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making  and  engraving  bank  note  plate,  1 ; having  in  possession 
counterfeit  money,  1 ; horse  stealing,  1 ; larceny,  9 ; larceny  and 
receiving  stolen  goods,  1;  breach  of  prison,  1;  murder  second  de- 
gree, 3;  rape,  2. 

Of  the  668  crimes  committed  by  334  convicts,  621  or  92.96  per 
cent,  were  against  property,  and  4T  or  7.04  per  cent,  against 
persons ; a fact  may  here  be  stated,  that  on  the  first  conviction  of  / 

these  334  criminals,  24  or  7.19  per  cent,  were  for  crimes  against 
persons,  and  310  or  92.81  per  cent,  against  property;  while  on 
the  second  conviction,  23  or  6.89  per  cent,  were  for  crimes  against 
persons;  and  311  or  93.11  per  cent,  against  property;,  but,  not- 
withstanding this  remarkable  coincidence,  a reference  to  the  Pa- 
thological Table,  will  show  the  important  fact,  that  of  the  24  who 
on  their  first  conviction  committed  crimes  against  persons,  only 
9 were  re-convicted  for  a similar  grade  of  crime  i.  e.  against 
persons.

REPORT. 


Of  the  48  convicts,  who  were  received  144  times,  (three  times 
each,)  35  were  white  males,  1 white  female,  and  12  colored  males. 

Of  those  discharged  by  expiration  of  sentence,  95  were  white 
males,  3 white  females,  and  34  colored  males. 

By  pardon,  5 white  and  1 colored  male ; 4 were  pardoned  on 
their  first,  and  2 on  their  second  sentences;  1 was  pardoned 
twice,  consecutively,  on  first  and  second  sentences. 

1 was  removed  by  order  of  Court  to  Montgomery  County 
Prison,  and  1 partially  insane  to  the  Almshouse,  his  sentence 
being  revoked. 

1 died  of  pulmonary  consumption,  who  was  here  on  his  third 
conviction,  his  health  was  imperfect  on  admission,  and  he  was  of 
intemperate  habits. 

1 escaped,  through  the  negligence  of  his  overseer,  on  the  night 
of  March  3d,  1861 ; he  was  here  on  a third  conviction,  under  a 
sentence  of  two  and-a-half  years,  of  which  he  had  served  about 
six  months. 

Of  the  2 remaining  in  confinement  on  April  25th,  1863,  1 was 
a native  of  the  United  States,  and  1 of  foreign  birth ; the  offences 
for  which  they  were  convicted  are  as  follows : burglary,  1 ; 
larceny  and  assault  and  battery,  1.  Total,  2. 

Of  the  144  crimes  committed  by  the  48  convicts,  13T  or  95.14 
per  cent,  were  against  property,  and  7 or  4.86  per  cent,  were 
against  persons ; but  2 out  of  the  3 convicted  of  crimes  against

persons  on  their  first  conviction,  returned  on  the  second  for  the 
same  grade  of  crime,  i.  e.  against  persons. 

These  tables  will  show  a great  diminution  in  the  grade  of  crime, 
as  the  third  conviction  of  the  above  48  convicts  were  all  for  crimes 
against  property. 

The  144  crimes  committed  by  the  above  48  convicts,  are  ex-

REPORT. 


Of  the  14  who  were  received  56  times,  (four  times  each,)  11 
were  white  males,  and  8 colored  males. 

Of  those  discharged  by  expiration  of  sentence,  86  were  white 
males,  and  11  colored  males. 

By  pardon,  8 white  and  1 colored  male ; 2 were  pardoned  on 
their  first,  1 on  his  second,  and  1 on  his  fourth  sentence. 

2 were  removed  to  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum ; 1 of  these  was 
removed  to  the  Asylum  on  his  second  conviction ; notwithstanding . 
which,  he  was  twice  afterwards  committed  to  this  institution — a 
hopeless  case  for  Penitentiary  reformation. 

Of  the  3 who  remained  in  confinement  on  April  25th,  1863,  all 
are  natives  of  the  United  States ; the  offences  for  which  they  were 
convicted  are  as  follows : arson,  1 ; larceny,  1 ; forging  and 
passing  counterfeit  coin,  1.  Total,  3. 

The  56  crimes  committed  by  the  14  convicts,  were  all  against 
property,  as  is  exhibited  in  the  following

Of  the  number  and  ratio  of  Colored  to  White  Convicts  received  into  the  Eastern  State  Penitentiary  each  year  for  13  years,  with  the  ratio  of  Colored  to 
White  in  the  State  Population  ; also,  the  number  and  ratio  of  Colored  to  White  prisoners  convicted  of  Crimes  against  Persons  and  Crimes  against 
Property,  with  their  average  Age  and  Sentence  for  each  year. 
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The  average  State  population  for  13  years,  was  ninety-seven 
and  nine-tenths  per  cent  white,  and  two  and  one-tenth  per  cent 
colored,  or  as  1 to  4T. 

Of  the  State  white  population,  1 in  18,271  or  of  one  per 
cent,  were  sentenced  to  this  institution ; and  of  the  white  convicts, 
eighteen  per  cent,  or  nearly  one-sixth  were  for  crimes  against 
persons,  and  eighty-two  per  cent  for  crimes  against  property. 

Of  the  State  colored  population,  1 in  2,250  or  yolfo  of  one  per 
cent,  were  sentenced  to  this  institution ; and  of  the  colored  convicts, 
twenty-four  and  six-tenths  per  cent,  or  one-fourth  were  for  crimes 
against  persons,  and  seventy-five  and  four-tenths  per  cent  for 
crimes  against  property. 

The  whole  number  of  prisoners  received  into  the  Eastern  State 
Penitentiary  during  the  last  13  years,  was  2,181,  viz : 

1,763  white  and  288  colored  males;  97  white  and  33  colored 
females ; or  an  annual  average  of  167,  viz  : 

136  white  and  22  colored  males ; 7 white  and  3 colored  females ; 
or  a proportion  of  1 colored  to  6 white  convicts. 

Of  the  2,181  convicts  received,  (white  and  colored  together,) 
seventy-six  and  four-tenths  per  cent  were  unapprenticed,  fifteen 
and  six-tenths  per  cent  were  apprenticed,  but  left  before  they 
were  21  years  of  age,  and  only  eight  per  cent  were  bound  and 
and  served  until  of  age. 

Parental  Relations — Thirty-two  and  four-tenths  per  cent  had 
no  parents  living  when  received  into  this  institution ; thirty  per 
cent  had  father  and  mother  living ; twenty-five  and  six-tenths  per 
cent  mother,  and  twelve  per  cent  father  only  living.
